Third,  we  have  what  l term  inde-  1 
pendent  Sabbath  schools,  hut  are  j ■ 
often  claimed  to  he  union.  Where  [ 1 
neighbors  meet,  it  may  be  members, 
of  different  ehurehes  and  different  j 
denominations  and  worldings  of  all . t 
classes  organize  by  electing  one  of  j 1 
their  number  superintendent,  form  j < 
classes  ami  eaeh  class  elects  its  teach- i 
or,  then  it  is  independent,  under  no 
obligation  to  any  ehureh  nor  any  I 
church  under  any  obligation  to  J 
said  school. 

The  first  plan  wo  think  a good  I 
one  nnd  and  always  prospers  where  ; 
the  ehureh  is  able  to  support  and  is  j 
so  situated  that  its  members  can  all 
attend  and  not  conflict  with  other 
schools  by  indifference  tor  the  anx- 
iety of  wanting  to  attend  other  j 
schools  for  mere  criticism,  or  for  I 
stiring  up  sectarianism.  It  is  often  , 
the  ease  in  the  country  that  a j 
church's  members  are  scattered 
around  for  four  or  five  miles,  mixed  i 
in  with  members  of  other  denomi- 
nation'*. neighbors  who  probably 
love  eaeh  other  as  our  Lord  coin  - 1 
mauds  them  to  do  their  children  j 
associate  together  having  great  at-  j 
tatohincTit  for  each  other;  therefore' 
discouraging  them  to  separate  them  ] 
by  attending  different  Sabbath 
Wjhotils:  and  if  a school  i*  strictly] 
a denominational  one  then  we 
nhould  not  expect  other  denomina- 
tions to  condescend  hy  coming  in 
with  their  children  to  he  taught  our 
cn®d.
